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On Aug. 28, 1952 I found a strange Dicranum on IsAt. Shibutsu, Tone-gun, 
Prov. Kozuke in the central Honshu. After a careful examination, I identified my 
specimens as D. datum Lindberg, and Dr. H. Persson of Stockholm kindly con¬ 
firmed my view. Although Dr.' Noguchi reported this species in 1938 from Shiska 
district at about 49° 30' N in the central Saghalien, Mt. Shibutsu is situated at 
36° 54' N and 139° 10' E in the Oze district wherein boreal' species are in a lot'. 
Moreover the mountain is of an old geological formation, covered with olivine, and 
the occurrence of the boreal Eurasiatic D. elatum in Honshu is interpreted as a 
relic of the range of the species before the maximum glaciation. 

Dicranum rohiistum Blytt which is synonymous with D. elatum was reported 
by Dr. Sakurai for Japan in 1954. In reality it should have been determined as 
D. ma/wi Smith spreading widely in the montane areas of Japan.
